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This is a decision on the REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF PATENT TERM 
ADJUSTMENT UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), filed on April 15, 201 1, which is being treated as 
a petition under 37 CFR 1 705(d) requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
above-identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is 
extended or adjusted by one thousand one hundred eighty-four (1 184) days, and a petition under 
37 CFR 1.183 to waive the rules inasmuch as a fee is required. 

The petitions to revise the patent term adjustment indicated on the above-identified patent to 
indicate that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by one thousand one 
hundred eighty-four (1 184) days, and to waive the rules under 37 CFR 1.183 are GRANTED. 

Patentees assert that the patent term adjustment of 1046 stated on the face of the issued patent is 
incorrect, and that the patent term adjustment should be increased by 138 days to 1 184 days. 
Specifically, patentees aver that a 138 day period of reduction for applicant delay in connection 
with the decision on the petition to revive the application, mailed on October 21, 2008, was 
entered as a result of Office error. 

Upon review, patentees are correct. On January 6, 201 1, a decision on a petition under 37 CFR 
1.705(b), was mailed, stating that the reduction in patent term adjustment for applicant delay was 
540 days, including 448 days in connection with the filing, on July 3 1 , 2007, of an amendment or 
other paper containing an omission, the subsequent abandonment of the application, the filing of 
a petition to revive the application and amendment correcting the omission on July 2, 2008, and 
the mailing on October 21, 2008, of a decision granting the petition to revive the application. 

The patent term adjustment reflected on the issued patent, however, included an additional 
period of reduction of 138 days in connection with the decision on the petition to revive the 
application. 
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Upon review, the inclusion of an additional period of reduction of 138 days was the result of an 
error on the part of the Office in the patent term adjustment calculation at issuance of the patent. 
The 138 day period of reduction for applicant delay is not warranted and will be removed. 

Under 37 CFR 1.183, the requirement for the fee under 37 CFR 1.705(d) is waived. 
The fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 8(e) was submitted on initial petition filed on November 2, 20 1 0. 
No additional fee is required. The fee submitted with the instant request will be credited to 
counsel's credit card. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of Correction Branch for issuance of a 
certificate of correction. The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by one thousand one hundred eighty- 
four (1184) days.
